Flees From Shanghai. 

Iu Yung Hsiang himself has fled 
from Sbanghai, but his leaderless 
troops remain and it is feared that 
they may get out of hand. Only cne 
hin line of royal troops, stationed on 
the Liuho-Wangdo front near Shang- 
hai, is now attempting to hold up the 
rebel advance. It is expected that 
they will break within a few hours. 

Chi's forces, pouring through the 
saps in the Shanghai defenses, are di- 
ecting their drive toward the Woo- 
sung forts, which are near the sector 
low patrolled by the American ma- 
ines. In the confusion that has swept 
the city, it is impossible to obtain 
details of the afternoon's fighting 12 
which u's forces crumbled. Conflict- 
ing ~eports are heard on all sides. The 
authorities are unable to handle any 
more refugees, but the refugees pour 
inte the city. The arrival of Lu’s ad-

It is squalid, with 
little hygienie protection, and 
types of diseases are common, 
feared that the refugees who 
erowding the foreign settlement 
bring the seourge of disease froim 
their filthy city with them. 

The foreign settlement, which 
across a moat from the native city, 
is a city unto itself, with modern im- 


+ provements, sanitary regulations, and 


all the accompaniments of civiliza- 
tion. Americans there include mis- 
sionaries, edueators, business men, 
professional men, and many women 
and children. 

All the foreigners in the settlement 
have banded themselves together in a 
citizens’ volunteer corps, now fre- 
ported patroling the streets. A _ well- 
equipped and trained force of 1,000 
form the nucleus of this little home 
guard.

He reports that General Lu’s fam. 
ily arrived in Shanghai Thursday in 
three special trains, bringing automo- 
biles, a large retinue of servants and 
special guards. They are anxious to 
he taken into cho foreign settlement 
as refugees, 

Hangchow dispatches report that 
the natives there are in a state of 
panie over Lu’s defeat. 

The marines and volunteers guard- 
ing the foreign quarter in Shanghai 
mobilized their defenses at 9 a. m. 
Thursday, according to a Shanghai 
cable to The Morning Post.

MUD-BOUND GEORGIA. 

On this page we publish com- 
munications from Captain Walter G. 
Roper and R. H. Bell, of East Point, 
regarding the almost impassable 
condition of a number of leading 
Georgia highways following one day 
of rain. 

“Captain Roper has had to sus- 
pend his bus service between 
Barnesville and Macon on account 
of the bad condition of the high- 
way. 

These communications stress two 
points that are of paramount im- 
portance; first, the “necessity for 
better educating the people to the 
material, educational, social and up- 
lift advantages of paved roads; and 
second, the advantages of consoli- 
dated schools, which can only come 
with good roads. 

Mr. Bell, however, makes one er- 
ror which must be obvious to him 
upon reflection. He says:

consolidated schools then the neces- 
sity for good roads would be learned 
at home, first hand, without tourists 
having to inform us.” 

But the trouble is we cannot 
have consolidated schools in the 
rural sections until we have good 
roads. The schools of that char- 
acter — which are so needed in 
Georgia to improve the public 
school system—must follow instead 
of precéde good roads, from the 
very physical nature of things. 

A consolidated school is the re- 
sult of two or three school districts 
abandoning their individual one- 
room shack schools with one teach- 
er to a shack who is usually under- 
paid and inefficient, for a regular 
rural high school equipment and 
faculty by which the best of train- 
ing—even vocational—may be had. 

This plan necessarily means put- 
thg school buses into commission 
to carry the students back and 
forth from the remote corners of 
the consolidated districts. Such 
plans, therefore, are usually imprac- 
ticable only as they develop with or 
follow the building of good roads. 

Mr. Bell has simply put the cart 
bevore the horse, but his reasoning 
is sound. 

The point at issue now, however, 
is whether or not Georgia shall 
have roads that are permanent, or 
simply a system of temporary roads 
that go to pieces in bad weather and 
cost more in repair and constant 
maintenance in three or four years 
than the original cost of paved roads 
that are permanent and that give 
service all the time instead of mere- 
ly during good weather. The fact 
is, the argument for good roads is 
that roads are made passable in 
bad weather. Most any neighor- 
hood road is negotiable in dry 
weather. 

The road system in Georgia, on 
the whole, is progressing, but along 
the least economical and certainly 
the least satisfactory manner as to 
permanency and all-the-year-round 
endurance and service. 

Attention has been called to the 
present impassable conditiou of the 
Atlanta-Macon link of the Dixie 
highway south of Barnesville to 
Macon and through Clayton county. 

By reason of the failure to link in 
the permanent pavement all along 
the line, as have Fulton, Spalding, 
Bibb an e or two other counties, 

— ~~ shat are impassable con- 
ad, * . Whole. So muck so in- 
det ahat travel into Florida is 
shudning this route and is taking 
the direct Griffin-Ellaville, Ameri- 
cuS-Albany route, along which all 
the counties are promising coopera- 
tion to keep in excellent condition 
an aill-the-year through highway, 
without any broken links.

mon to both. But the counties 
along the Ellaville route promise a 
thoroughly linked-up highway. 

If so, and the Barnesville-Macon 
highway remains as it is today, and 
as it has for years, then there can be 
no argument as to which route will 
handle the tourists. : 

The significance of this to 
Macon and to the main Dixie high- 
way is almost inconceivable. Both 
routes will be used, and should be, 
but that the great route along the 
backbone of Georgia from Chatta- 
nooga to Jacksonville via Macon 
should be rendered almost worth- 
less by the backwardness of a few 
counties is unbelievable. 

Here we are right up against the 
tourist season, with excellent per- 
manent roads in Tennessee and 
North Carolina and in Florida to 
the south, and yet Georgia remains 
mud-bound. What a poor adver- 
tisement for the Empire State of the 
South! 

As an illustration of what single 
counties in Florida are doing in 
road building and in providing funds 
for the same, -the following Sep- 
tember 17 dispatch from Clear- 
water, the county seat of Pinellas 
—a comparatively new county—is 
illuminating: 


“Central Pinellas county voted bond 
issues yesterday aggregating $1,918- 
000. The bonds were voted by over- 
whelming majority. 

“The Clearwater district voted 
$998,000 for a causeway from the 
center of town across the harbor to 
Clearwater beach and a_ boulevard 
across the peninsula to Old Tampa 
Bary. 

“The Dunedin-Ozona district voted 
$520,000 for new roads and bridges. 
The Largo district voted $400,000 for 
new roads and bridges. 

“These bond issues are additions to 
the county bond issue of almost $3.,- 
000,000 which is being spent for roads 
and bridges.” 

Florida is building a great state- 
wide system of permanent high- 
ways, mostly water-bound macadem, 
without a state bond issue, but with 
State and federal funds as supple- 
mentary only to funds voted by in- 
dividual counties, as illustrated in 
this instance, 


Georgia gives each county a 
greater advantage than does Florida, 
for one cent of the gasoline tax, 
amounting to more than a million 
dollars a year, is allocated to coun- 
ties for road uses, independent of 
state and federal funds. “ 

It is up to the counties to act in 
cooperation with the state highway 
department in eliminating these 
weak links. 


GEORGE R. DONOVAN. 
Today thousands of friends In 
lanta and elsewhere will pause to 
pay a last tribute to the late George 
R, Donovan, whose body will be 
buried in West View cemetery at 
3 o'clock this afternoon. 

While not unexpected, his death 
came as a shock and sorrow to his 
hosts of friends, and most of all, 
perhaps, to his associates in the 
Atlanta-Lowry National bank, of 
which he was vice president and 
the oldest official in point of 
service. 

No man in Atlanta held to a high- 
er degree the esteem and confi- 
dence of those who knew him or 
who came in business contact with 
him. He was a safe, sound and yet 
progressive banker, and his word 
was not only his own bond, but-as 
good as any bond, for he promised 
Only what he could and would do 
and stated only what he knew to be 
a fact. He was active in civic 
work and useful as a citizen who 
watched the growth of Georgia and 
Atlanta with the pride of one who 
also helped in every worthwhile 
way to promote the best interests 
of all the people. 

Mr. Donovan was a native of Ire- 
land and came to Atlanta many 
years ago from Jacksonville, where 
he had been engaged in the banking 
business. Becoming connected 
shortly after his arrivel here with 
the Atlanta National bank, he rose 
to the position of vice president 
and manager of its Piedmont branch. 

The life and association in At- 
lanta of Mr. Donovan calls to mind 
the career of another banker of 
foreign birth who made a distin- 
guished name for himself in finan- 
cial circles here and with the same 
institution. The late Paul Romare 
was a Swede. He came to Atlanta 
during the civil war period and be- 
came attached to the Atlanta bank 
in a minor capacity when that insti- 
tution was first organized as the 
first national bank established in the 
south. By ability, integrity, capa- 
city and progressiveness he worked 
his way from the bottom to the top 
round and was president of the in- 
stitution at the time of his death. 

The lives of these two men, who 
sought fortune in a new world with 
the proper spirit and with unim- 
peachable characters, stand out as 
examples of the great democracy of 
our people and the disposition to 
reward worth and honor and merit, 
regardless of creed or nationality.

Sditor Constitution: Your editorial 
“One Day’s Rain” in Wednesday's 
paper should be read by every voter 
in the state. 

Since returning to Georgia (my 
native state) last fall I have made 


four rather extended trips through the 
west and east, and all with whom 
I discussed the matter were afraid to 
tour by motor through Georgia on 
account of the notoriously fair-weather 
roads. 

In March of this vear I saw seven 
automobiles from the middle west 
stuck hard and fast in the mud, axle 
deep, on the Marietta-Atlanta road. 
Will those middle westerners and pos- 
sibly prospective settlers try us again 
soon? 

Recently the newspapers carried 
stories about the wonderful tobacco 
crop of south Georgia and the mil- 
lions of dollars turned loose by the 
marketing of same. How many of 
us realize that a real tourist crop, 
which we will get in ever-increasing 
numbers with hard-surface roads, will 
turn loose annually more middle, west- 
ern, eastern and New Fingland money 
in our state than did this tobacco 
crop. 

On the west coast a foreign tour- 
ing automobile is counted to leave 
about $30 per day, on an average. in 
the state through which it is touring. 
Most of the westerners and easterners 
who now go to Florida go by train 
‘o avoid our bad roads, thereby leav- 
ing ne money in our state. and G&or- 
gia is not especially inviting through 
the windows of a stuffy train. 

With hard-surface roads in Georgia 
all of the east and middle west, on 
their annual trips to Florida. will 
automatically motor to Florida 


many tourists into settlers and en- 
thusiastie boosters. 

What a pity some of our leading 
politicians and state officers have not 
made -an exhaustive and intelligent 
study of what hard surface roads bore 
done and are doing for other states. 
and shown the voters the folly and 
extravagance of our present method 
of building and maintaining roads, 
that hard-surface roads pay for 
themselves, that not one red cent will 
come out of the pockets of the prop- 
erty owner, but that the gasoline tax 
due te infinitely increased travel will 
easily take care of $100.000,000 bond 
issue. What is the influence guided 
er misguided that has ke;t us away 
from the bond issue?

Something Missing. 

In these four considerable towns up 
here in the center of the state I have 
not seen a negro. The total absence 
of a black or brown face in the crowds 
is notable, of course, to a southern 
man. When I made inquiry of the 
matter I was told frankly: 

“Colored persons are not welcome 
around here. There is no work for 
them and no places in which to live. 
So they stay in the cities when they 
come up here.” 

Also, in these towns I have not laid 
eyes yet upon a drunken man, nor do 
I hear complaints about bootleggers 
and home-brewing. Rural Wisconsin 
is wonderfully “dry” and the state 
laws to enforce prohibition appear to 
be effective. 

Looking Southward. 

Into whatever town I come I am 
visited by men asking for informa- 
tion about Georgia and the southern 
states generally as regions suitable 
for farmers, dairymen and stockmen. 

La Follette has convinced thousands 
of such men that they are being rob- 
bed and starved out by the railroads 
and middlemen. Therefore thousands 
of them are looking southward and 
wondering whether they would he bet- 
iter situated down there with cheaper 
lands, milder climate and nearer mar- 
kets. 

This state is largely agricultural 
and especially famous for its dasry in- 
dustries. The poverty of the farmers 
is not apparent to the naked eye, but

The general run of the people seem 
thrifty enough and _ well provided. 
They keep their houses painted, their 
premises clean and frequently adorn- 
ed, their stock look sleek and pro- 
ductive, the fields well tilled, the 
towns fully equnipned with modern 
conveniences, schools and churches 
thoroughly up-to-date: so that the 
calamities that afflict them certainly 


jare deeply hidden from view.

Paris, September 18.—Volumes have 
been written of the gastronomic joys 
of gay Paree. Very few Americans 


go to the real restaurants that pride 
themselves on French cooking. They 
go instead to the smart places like 
Ciro’s, the Cafe de Paris and the 
Voisin. 

Tonight we dined at The Red Ass 

and were the only Americans there. 
Mama presided at the cashier's cage 
and Papa fluttered about bowing and 
dee greets © wen delight over this dish 
and that. ere was duck cooked in 
a sauce of oranges and grapes, souffle 
potatoes and snails. 
_ One of the attractions of the place 
iS a snow white Spitz dog that comes 
to your table and offers the paw-of 
hospitality. He is 12 years old. The 
atmosphere was truly Parisian. A 
violinist plays at your table any tune 
you suggest. 

Venders of hand-made dolls and 
other trinkets offer you their penny 
wares. Qutside ancient sidewalk 
singers Sang pathetic songs in cracked 
voices. And a blind beggar with a 
blind dog—the blind leading the blind 
—came to the center of the cafe and 
recited a poem, 

The sprinkling of women with be- 
seeching, amorous eyes were there— 
the fair phantoms of the Parisian 
night. The neighborhood dandy was 
there, a dark featured fellow with blue 
black hair and a monocle stuck 
jauntily in his eye. He had a feigned 
air of remoteness. * 

There was a quaint, archaic stm- 
plicity about the place. People are 
happy and spontaneous. There are 
trills of broken words and the irre- 
sponsible mirth of those who seem 
to live only for the day. One regrets 
the closing hour and the shout of “On 
ferme, Meisseurs, on ferme.” 

Outside was the twisting parade of 
cabs and the promenaders of the) 
boulevards. And under the pleasanr| 
sky the thin tracery of domes and' 
towers and the faint pink haze as| 


though the passions of Paris were 
smoking to the heavens. 


‘On the way home we drove past the 
Eiffel tower which was started in 
ISS7 and is 984 feet high. It is con- 
Stantly being repaired and painted and 
examined. French engineers realize it 
will not stand much longer and they 
are Worrying about how to demolish it. 


This afternoon I visited the cata- 
combs—a series of vast, rat-infested 
quarries dating from the time of the 
Romans. One carries a candle to 
prowl about in the pitch darkness. 
The catacombs are used as a vast 
charnal house for bones taken from 
disused graveyards. Among the re- 
mains transferred there are those of 
Mme. de Pompadour. 


The Parisian shopkeeper Is the 
quinessence of politeness, His attitude 
toward you even if you don’t buy is 
Just the same as though he made a 
large sale. It is why shopping is a 
delight here and it is why incidentally 
snipgy clerks in New York are driv- 
ing many Americans to buy here. The 
French habit of bowing you out of a 
shop is not lost motion.

The doc- | 
tor I recommended would have re-| 
moved the warts at $8.333 apiece, 
which is quite reasonble, I should say, 


as compared with $10 a look. How- 
ever, if one can remove them with a | 
little milk weed free gratis for noth- | 


ing, why, one would be foolish to go) 
and pay a doctor to do it. The milk- 
weed method, though, is what I 
should call fictitious. It is in the 
same category with pork rind stolen | 
from your grandmother, and these | 
quaint superstitions are harbored | 
nowadays by little boys who believe | 
warts come from handling toads. 

A wart comes and goes without ap- | 

arent reason. Sometimes flocks of | 
em appear wihout obvious cause, and 
disappear in the same mysterious 
way. This charactertistic probably 
accounts for the innumerable falla- 
cies regarding the cause and the cure 
of warts. If you happen to lose your 
warts after you have put milkweed or 
pork or castor oil or something on 
them, it is natural to assume that 
your treatment did it. 

here is some evidence that warts 
are caused by some specific organisin 
or germ. Some authorities have pro- 
duced warts by inoculation of mate- 
rial from other warts. That would 
suggest that warts may be slightly | 
contagious. . Children seem to have | 
them more than adults. Children’s | 
hands and skin come into contact | 
with more varieties of dirt than do 
aduits. 

Often, not always, vigorous soap | 
and water scrubbing of the warts and 
surrounding skin to the limit of en- 
durance, and then a single coat of | 
tincture of iodine, this repeated at in- | 
tervals of five days or a week for two 
or three times, will apparently cause 
the warts to disappear. Of course, 
nothing like this should be tried for 
warts about the face or head. In 
fact, I should advise that no amateur 
treatment be tried for warts about 
the face or head, but that such warts 
should be treated only by the seur- 
geon. 

A single wart is usually set ex- 
cised, under local anesthesia. 

Multiple warts may be successfully 
treated with X-rays or radium, or 
with fulguration (sparking with high 
frequency current) or -by freezing 
with earbon dioxide. 

The familiar corn remedy—39 
grains of salicylic acid dissolved in 
half an ounce of flexible collodion—- 
is as good for warts as it is for corns | 
when painted on the wart daily for a/| 
week or more. 

How much it may cost is of no ir- 
terest—the question is how rauch is 
your wart worth to you?

It is an easy matter for railroad investors to follow the month-to- 
month earning statements so closely as not to appreciate fully what the 
general trend is. Enough time has élapsed since the July reports to the 
interstate commerce commission to permit of some computations calcu- 
lated ot show what the roads are doing as compared with a year Zgo. 


For the First Seven Months. 

Net operating income of the class | railroads for the first seven 
months this year totaled $465,616,601, a figure which is at the annual 
rate of 4.07 per cent on the property investment. That is not as 
good a showing as waS made a year ago. During the corresponding 
months last year the Class | roads reported net operating income of 
$534,712,590, a figure which was at the annual rate of 4.83 per cent 
on the property investment. 

While many individual roads have plowed their earnings back into | 
property more diligently this year than last, the general reduction in net 
operating income cannot be explained away in this manner. The total 
volume of business this year has been smaller. Freight traffic has been 
approximately 10 per cent below that for the corresponding months or | 
1923, and the gross operating revenue for all Class I railroads in this 
country has been 7.8 per cent below that for last year. Operation costs 
have been cut about in proportion to the reduction in gross business. 
To be more specific, there has been a 7.8 per cent reduction in gross 
operating revenues and a 7.6 per cent reduction in operating expenses. 

Maintenance Has Been Reduced. 

These figures make it interesting to see just where the reduction 
in operating expenses has been made. A good share of it has been accom-| 
plished through a reduction in maintenance expenditures. Class | roads | 
during the first seven months this year actually spent $108,172,000, or | 
about 8 per cent, less on maintenance than a year ago. In July, for ex-; 
ample, maintenance expenditures aggregated $172,435,400, a figure. 
which is $25,925,000, or 13 per cent, below corresponding expenditures
